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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts of Missouri government during the 1977-1978 fiscal 
year exceeded economic projections by nearly 2.5 percent. 

Total general revenue receipts in the fiscal year ending June 30 were 
$1,455,789,966, marking a growth rate of 13.01 percent in Missouri’s economy. 
The Office of Administration had projected an increase of 10.54 percent. 

In addition, Missouri government ended the fiscal year with a surplus cash 
balance of about $108,700,000. Prudent and efficient management of tax revenue 
requires that about $74,000,000 of the surplus be held in interest-earning reserve 
deposits. These are available as a cash reserve for payment of public services if 
tax receipts for state government decline because of an economic recession or rise 
in the rate of unemployment. 

General revenue receipts showed increases in all categories. 

The largest gain was in individual income taxes, which totaled $530,284,188 
for an increase of 14.77 percent. Sales taxes totaled $656,120,863 and were up 
13.00 percent. 

Corporate income taxes totaled $98,751,693, an increase of 4.95 percent. 
Liquor, beer and wine receipts were $26,066,643, representing a gain of 0.04 per- 
cent.
